sentation of "The Rivals" at the My- 
ers Grand on Tuesday, January C. 


At tho Myers house yesterday after- 


noon. Mr. Greene talked, not volubly 
perhaps, hut certainly enthusiastical- 
ly, of the elder Jefferson with whom 
he has been asoclated In his pres- 
ent capacity for tho past seven 
or 


eight years. 
On the present trip, 


however, tho two sons of the great 
actor will ta1<c ,tbe leading pnrts. 
William W. Jefferson 'will portray 
Bob Acres, tho character taken by 
his father, while Joseph Jr., win de- 
pict Sir .Lucius. 


The elder Jefferson, 
said 
Mr. 


Greene, is a man of just as "keen wit, 
as pungent humor, as vivacious per- 
sonality, as he was fifteen years ago. 
and he Is now In his seventy-fifth 
year. 
But he cannot* stand 
the 


hardships of a tour during the bitter 
winter months, so that now he goes 
out with his company for a prelim- 
inary tour of eight weeks, and then 
gives over his part to his younger 
son.

THE OPEN DOOR 


So much has been said In tho com- 


mercial and industrial world, about 
"an open door In China," that it Is 
Interesting to note, from good auth- 
ority, how much wider the door of 
China Is open to American Invasion, 
than the American door Is open to 
China. 


Miss Luella Miner, an 
American 


missionary, who was a captive dur- 
ing the s'clgc of Pekin, contributed to 
a late number of tho "Outlook." an 
article that Is so full cf Injustice and 
American barbarism, that It should 
cause tho nation to blush In shame. 


Miss Miner's story Is tragic In the 


extreme, but It is current history, 
and for tho outrages referred to, Am- 
erican civilization is largely respon- 
sible. 


She relates in substance, that In 


the summer of 1900. when a 
little 


band of missionaries ^-ere waiting 
death in the interior of China, that 
with them was a bright Intelligent 
Chinese student, a young man whoso 
relatives lived near tho mission, and 
•who besought him daily to denounce 
bis faith. 


But he \vas loyal, saying repeated- 


ly "If they die I want to die 
with 


them." 
Ho was finally captured b> 


his relatives, and then the mission 
•was fired and Its occupants cremated 


I 
by tho Boxers. 


At another mission not far distant, 


another young roan, a Chinese stud- 
ent was passing through a similar ex- 
perience, and when tho llttlo band 
of missionaries was led outside 
tho 


city to be put to death, the boy es- 
caped, bearing on a bit of cloth a 
message, to friends in Tlcnstcln, 500 
miles away. 


This journey ho accomplished on 


foot and when ho sought his own 


' home, ho found that it had been de- 


stroyed, and his father and mother 
put to death because of their loy- 
alty to the Christian faith. 
' 
A year later these two young men 


decided to come to America and com- 
plete their education at Obcrlln col- 
lege.' 
, 


They were assured by friends that 


Christian America, with Its schools 
and colleges and its great heart of 
philanthropy, the home of tho mlslon- 
ary. "would give them a cordial wel- 
come. 


Their passports wcro made out by 


the great Viceroy LI Hung Chang, 
and vlsced by tho American consul. 


"When they arrived at San Fran- 


cisco, they were told that thero was 
a technical defect In their passports 
am' they were detained on tho ship 
to be sent back on the return vi/y- 
age. 


Some ono took interest enough in 


tho matter to notify tho treasury de- 
partment, and after a week, they were 
landed, and placed In tho steamer 
company's detention pen with 
"00 


other victims, a prison that for filth 
and vlleness. discounts any prison 
pen in the land. ' 


After a few days the boys were tak- 


N 
en 111 and then an order was Issued 
from the Bureau of Immigration, to 
remove them to more 
wholesome 


quarters, until It was decided wheth- 
er they- could remain on American 
soil. 


Several-weeks elapsed and then the 


Chinese Bureau of San Francisco re- 
leased them on parole, with the prom- 
ise that If their passports did not 
prove satisfactory, they would report 
for return to China. 


They -waited in the vicinity of San 


Francisco'until August last, and as 
their papers had not returned, they 
gained permission to go to Oberlin 
to enter the school in September. 
The Chinese consul general becom- 
ing their bondsman. 


They decided to go by tho way of 


Milwaukee, in order to visit the wld- 


• ow of a missionary, who had been 


a mother to them, and whose hus- 
band was killed in the Boxers' riots. 


The Canadian Pacific route was se- 


lected, and they anticipated no fur- 
ther trouble, but when tho Canadian 
line was reached on the third day 
out at midnight, they found a clos- 
ed door and they were roughly or- 
dered but and detained for six weeks 
in the'little "'border town of Portal, 
North Dakota. 
Then they 
turned 


sadly away to seek a refuge in Tor- 
onto, under 'England's more hospit- 
ablo flag. 


They entered one of tho schools of 


Toronto, and very soon telegrams be- 
gan to pour in. ordering them back 
to San Francisco. 
They could not 


comply for, they could 
not 
pass 


through the United States 
without 


passports, and the Canadian Pacific 
refused to 
furnish 
transportation 


without proper credentials. 


A friend in Washington finally se- 


cured from tho attorney general a 
stay of proceedings for three months, 
and the boys hope to receive their 
papers 
in 
January. 
They 
will 


amount to nothing more than 
a 


mockery after they receive them, for 
•when they attempt to enter 
this 


country, they will bo obliged 
to 


swear that they arc able to live with- 
out work. 
No Chinese student, un- 


der our laws. Is permitted to work 
his way through college. 


This Is American Christian civiliz- 


ation at tho opening of tho new cen- 
tury, 
u Is a travesty on tho title, 


and amounts tc a species of sanctilled 
barbarism, 
more 
Intolerant than 


heathenism. 


In the face of these facts wo havo 


tho nerve to send our missionaries 
to China fcr what? To convert them 
to a faith that means ostracism 
at 


home. 
and forse than 
ostracism, 


when they attempt to better their 
condition in our land of boaste:! free- 
dom. 


If the Chinese nation possessed the 


spirit of any other nation, it would 
not only close tho doors to American 
commerce and industry, but it would 
say to every Amoaican within its 
borders, "Get out and stay out," and 
tho short, sharp command, 
would 


simply be In keeping with our Christ- 
Ian policy. 


The missionary societies can afford 


to take a year off. so far as China 
Is concerned, and dcvoto time, energy 
and money to American legislation 
In tho Interests of common decency 
ami humanity. 


Miss Miner very truthfully Nays 


that the declaration should be amend- 
ed to read: 
"All men are born free 


and equal except the Chinese, 
or 


those who have tho taint of Chlneso 
blood." 
An American boy of Chin- 


ese parentage, born in this country 
and educated In a Presbyterian home, 
went abroad a few months ago. and 
is refused admission on his return, 
because ho Is called a Chinaman. 


That's justice of a high order with

IN DUKLAP CASE 


MEN V/AGER ON THE VERDICT 


Many Bits Are Freely Made That the 


Jury Will Pronounce the Prisoner 
Not Guilty—State's Attornsy Close* 
His Argument To-day. 


Aledo. 111.. Jan. 2.—In the last h 


of the trial of Miss Tor.a Dunlaii on 
the charge of immlcr evidence hits 
come into the hands of her lav/yor.t 
which may vitiate the verdict of the 
Jury and make necessary another hear- 
ing of the case. One of the juiors. ur- 
cordltiK tu apparently reliable Inter- 
matlon. disqualified himself after he 
was : utamuned fur service by remark- 
ing In the presence of two or more 
persons: 
"If they accept me 1 will 


cither hniiB the girl or bans the jury." 


In his examination this juror an- 


swered the questions of the lawyers 
satisfactorily, and upon his oath de- 
clared he had at no time expressed 
an opinion concerning the guilt or In- 
nocence of the defendant. 


The remark accredited to the juror 


Is said to have been made to a justice 
of the peace In Kelthsburg. 111., who 
ivlthln the last two weeks has com- 
municated the fact to the defense and 
has been at work gathering evidence 
that may be used against him In the 
future. 


All Depends on Verdict. 


In the event the jury returns a ver- 


dict acquitting Miss Dnnlap no action 
may be taken against the juror, but a 
conviction will be attended with a de- 
mand for a new trial and prosecution 
of the disqualified Juror. 


"We have known for 
over 
two 


weeks." said Attorney J. II. Connell 
one of the counsel for the defense. 
"of the charge against one of the 
jurors. 
A number of letters have 


come to us stating that the juror had 
made a remark to the effect that he 
cither would hang the girl or the 
Jury, ami we have made a partial In 
vcstlgatlon. 
I do not care to say 


what we will do, or whether the 
charge has been found true. It Is easy 
to hear reports that cannot bo verl 
fled." 


Investigates Report. 


State's Attorney Graham 'also has 


heard the rumor that 
one of 
the 


Jurors was not competent to sit In the 
trial. He admitted as much, but said 
that the Investigation he made con- 
vinced him that the charge was not 
well founded. 


"I would regret exceedingly," said 


Mr. Graham. "If the report should 
prove true/as It would make It neces- 
sary to have another trial. I made an 
Investigation some time ago of a re- 
port that one of the jurors had 
ex- 


pressed himself concerning the guilt 
or Innocence of the defendant, and 
was satisfied that the report was not 
true." 


Attorney Is Shrewd. 


Attorney Searle. In his closing argu- 


ment for the defense, made n signifi- 
cant remark to the Jury, which waa 
intended especially for the Juror under 
suspicion. Few if any of the many 
persons in the crowded courtroom un- 
derstood that Mr. Searle -was address- 
ing the remark to one of the twelve 
men In the box. 


"I should hate to think." said Mr. 


Searle. "that there Is n man In Mercer 
county so lost to his sense of duty as 
a citizen that he would deliberately 
seek a place on this Jury In order to 
harm this defendant." 


Gamble on Verdict. 


Mr. Scarle's closing argument was 


devoted principally to a discussion of 
the legal phase of the 'case. He spent 
much of the forenoon in quoting from 
the decisions of the Illinois Supreme 
co-irt relating to the value of circum- 
stantial evidence and Us general un- 
certainty. 


The case will go to' the jury after 


the closing argument has been made 
for the prosecution by Attorney Guy 
C. Scott, The general opinion seems 
to be that Miss Dunlap will be acquit- 
ted, and a number 
of 
men 
have 


wagered considerable sums on the out- 
come of the trial. It Is also generally 
believed that the Jury will return an 
early verdict.

acceptance of their proposals to arbi- 
trate and the accompanying condi- 
tions. The foreign uillce here received 
his answer and Is satisfied with Its 
spirit. A further Interchange of views, 
preparatory to signing the protocol, 
will take place In Washington.

The general public, for the llrst 


time, had an opportunity to see the 
widely heralded Improvements which 
•when completed, will have cost sum* 
JGOO.OOO. To many who were familiar 
•With the interior of the mansion aa 
it was a year ago the changes made 
•were a revelation. While In a genera 
•way the form of the Interior ha* been 
retained in beauty nnd effectlvenES, I 
Is wholly different. 


First Reception. 


Just .102 years ago President John 


'Adania anil hin wife opened the white, 
house with a New Year's reception to 
their friends and to the public general- 
ly. The dawn of the first fete day 
•within the walls since become historic 
\caa accompanied by the notec of saw 
and hammer, as was this day I1.: 1&02. 
It will be still several months before 
the workmen will have finished their 
ta»k. 


An hour before Ihc lime for the for- 


mal reception to begin the mansion 
was aglov.- with electric lights. To the 
brilliance of the great crystal chan- 
deliers and the splendor of the new 
furnishings was added the beauty of 
Ihc floral decorations, which, although 
few as compared with those of pre- 
rlous New Year's receptions at the 
A-hlte house, were arranged with con 
lummatc art and effectiveness. 


Palms, Holly and Flowers. 


Towering palms of rare 
varieties 


R-ere placed In niches about the ve?tl- 
Dule, main corridor and staircases. 
Two great square masses i>f Ameri- 
can and English holly were arranged 
between the "vestibule and main cor- 
ridor, affording a brilliant and effective 
background for the handsome scarlet 
anlforms of the Marine band, sixty 
pieces strong, which occupied tiers of 
scats In the vestibule.
